the 'trouble to register. Furthermore many of the 
adult residents arc ineligible for one reason or an- 
other, so that usually there is great disparity between 
the adult population and thc number of registered 
voters. 


Taking New York state as a whole, thc 1830 censu* 


gives it a population, over 21 years of age, of 8,142,851. 
Yet the registration for the corresponding year was 
only half of that figure, or 4,038,114. So when Dewey 


Raymond Clapper says that in Albany, the number of 'registered voters 
almost equals the number of adult residents, no wonder he lifts a sus- 
picious eyebrow. 


It is a standard rule in politics that when a 100 per cent registration is 


shown, or when a full registered vote is cast in any precinct, there prob- 
ably is something going on. Usually, in any such precinct, the losing side 
will insist upon an investigation.

"Nearly four million boys and 


girls in the United States have acne, 
and many of them have 
become

ever, contradicts this belief as the 
cause and cure of acne is known. 
.Yet most cases are still left to the 
tyranny of time because acne more 
than any other ill, with the excep- 
tion of insanity and the social dis- 
eases, has been surrounded by an 
atmosphere of ignorance and su- 
perstition. 


"Many factors may contribute to 


a stubborn case of acne: but it is 
primarily due to the fact that dur- 
ing adolescence, when there is rap- 
id and often uneven growth, the 
functions of the skin do not always 
keep pace with each other. When 
the minute glands in the skin, on 
face, neck, chest and

ployers is ignored. 


The A. F. of L. report is in itself 


not objectionable to the employers 
but, of course, docs not go fa 
enough. 
The question remain 


whether the A. F. of L. is strong 
enough politically in congress t 
force amendment of the Wagne 
act, or whether the A. F. of L. wil 
have to make some concessions t< 
the industrialists, who will have 
some political 
strength, which 


when allied with the A. F. of L, 
will be sufficient 
to command a 


majority. 


CIO TO OPPOSE 


It seems assured that some o 


the amendments proposed by ' the 
A. F. of L. will be vehemently 
fought by the CIO, especially thos< 
relating to the right now requested 
that employes of a craft or class be 
permitted to select their bargaining 
agents by mapority vote and irre 
spective of the board's own idea o 
how crafts and classes should be 
grouped. This touches the heart o. 
the controversey between craft and 
industrial unions. 


As for the other amendments, es 


pecially those relating to the defin- 
'ite marking out of qualifications 
for trial examiners, the issuance o: 
the subpoena power and other pro- 
cedural changes,-they are'not like- 
ly to cause any particular cleavage 
in congress, for the suggestions run 
somewhat parallel to those applied 
to other quasi-governmental com- 
missions. 


The A. F. of L.'s suggested 


amendment that the power of the 
labor board to invalidate contracts 
must be definitely curtailed 
will 
raise many questions. Thus, the la- 
bor board itself maintains it never 
''.actually invalidates any -contrad 


;-which has been rightfully or law- 
fully made and that, when it orders 
a contract cancelled, it is because 
something has been agreed upon 
which in itself is in violation of the 
rights of workers to choose their 
own bargaining agents. 


Right to Bargain 


In many instances, for example, 


where the issue has arisen, the 
board has said that a contract be- 
tween an A. F. of L. unit and an 
.employer must be set aside be- 
cause, at the time it was made, 
there was no evidence of the right 
of the A. F. of L. to bargain for a 
majority of the workers, or else 
that the right to negotiate was ob- 
tained by the A. F. of L. as a re- 
sult of some collusion or coopera- 
tion with an employer in contradic- 
tion of the rights of a group of 
workers who were attempting to 
organize a particular plant 


The big question which will have 


to be decided is when elections 
shall be held and when a majority 
shall be certified. If employers get 
the right to petition for the holding 
of an election, it may well happen 
that they bring about a contract at 
a time when the outside organizers 
have not had an opportunity to 
canvass the sentiment of the work- 
ers. From labor's point of view, it

is a disadvantage which employers 
shall not be able to foist on the sit- 
uation by the intervention of an 
election machinery. 


There is, on the other hand, con- 


siderable support in congress for 
the idea that an employer should 
not be subjected to the conse- 
quences of a war between two riv- 
al groups and that, so long as he 
does not interfere with the choos- 
ing-.of bargaining agents or in any 
way commit an unfair labor prac- 
tice, he should have the opportun- 
ity to compel some sort of election 
and a termination of the bickering 
between contesting factions. 


Criticism Of Board 


The A. F. of L.'s criticism of labor 


board agents for acting or attempt- 
ing to act as mediators is one that 
is well taken, but criticism of the 
labor board for attempting media- 
tion is a bit unjust, because agents 
of the board often have sought to do 
whatever they could on the spot to 
adjust a situation which was obvi- 
ously due to simple misunderstand- 
ings or unfamiliarity with the law 
itself. If the A. F. of L. is referring 
to formal mediation, then much 
support will be found for the view 
that the mediation machinery of 
the federal government now vested 
in the department of labor should 
be considerably expanded with big- 
ger appropriations and more per- 
sonnel. 
The reports from Great 


Britain and Sweden recently made 
public by President Roosevelt place 
much emphasis on mediation and 
conciliation by the governments in 
those countries. America's media- 
tion service has done a great work, 
but this department is far 
from 
what it should be in personnel and 
funds for a large industrial country 
like the United States.

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PERSECUTION IN VIENNA 


"Let's go out to the Coliseum arid see 


the tigers claw the Christian dogs," was a 
common greeting centuries ago. 


But human blood has an eternal qual- 


ity. It is the most stubborn seed 
ever 


known. It has mysticism as well as vigor 
and virility. And the Coliseum that was 
llecked with this red, warm blood while 
broken bodies writhed in agony became a 
symbol of martyrdom that moved a world 
to embrace and follow higher and better 
things.

Certain as is the recovery from and 


overcoming of persecution, just about as 
certain is the fact that bigotry or intoler- 
ance moves along well accepted lines, 
starting with one minority but developing 
an appetite that increases with feeding. 


"There are more Catholics in Austrian 


concentration camps than Jews," wrote a 
former resident of Vienna to the Post- 
Crescent this summer, but he wrote from 
a safe position in another country. 


The attack by a Nazi mob upon the 


Vienna cardinal Saturday for delivering a 
mild sermon reminding his listeners of

According to the life insurance annuity 
tables he has still quite a while to live, 
and every time his name appears in print 
the chant of hate played in a chorus with 
grinding teeth may begin. 


Despots arc habitually creators of lurid 


tales. Their concoctions are chuck-full of 
mystery and wonderment.

Edward Bancroft was also a Brit- 
ish spy and he promptly informed 
the British of the proposed alliance. 
England had already decided to 
seek a reconciliation with the colo- 
nies by repealing all the "intoler- 
able acts." Learning of the propos- 
ed alliance, the British sent a fast 
ship to America with the terms of 
reconciliation. 


Peace Boat Was Late 


But the French treaty also was 


speeding to America from' Paris for 
ratification by the U. S. The French 
treaty ship won the race. The Brit- 
ish arrived later. The choice wines 
and terrapin they sent to American 
officials as a friendly gesture were 
hugely enjoyed by the French and 
Americans in celebrating ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. 


What would have happened if the 


British, upon learning of the pro- 
posed secret French treaty, had 
broadcast or telegraphed from Lon- 
don the terms of the proposed rec- 
onciliation? 


Battle After Peace Made 


The lack of communication which 


had a hand in diplomacy at the end 
of the Revolution also played it 
part in the beginning and end ol 
the War of 1812. The British, hard 
pressed in their war with Napoleon 
belately decided to end the hated 
"orders in council" interfering witt 
American commerce. 
The Unitec 


States, unaware of this overseas 
change of heart, and urged on by 
other 
elements, " declared 
war 


against England on June 18, 1812 
Five days later the British, in turn 
unaware that they were at war with 
the U. S, repealed the "orders in 
council." 


Every school boy is familiar with 


the famous battle in which Andrew 
Jackson defeated the British 
at 


New Orleans after the treaty 
o 


peace in the War of 1812 had been 
signed. Neither aimy knew of it, so 
they fought Who can tell, what 
might have happened had the trea- 
ty of peace been broadcast over an 
international hookup? The battle 
likely would not have been fought 
Instead, Jackson won a great vic- 
tory, vastly increasing the prestige 
and morale of the United States 
Even more 
important, he made 


himself a national hero whose po 
litical policies are influential even 
now, a hundred years after he was 
president. 


This war, which began in a mess 


was fought in a mess and thus end- 
ed in a mess. 


By the time of the Civil war, the 


telegraph was invented, and such 
confusion ended.

A partnership cannot hope to 


function well unless .each member 
knows what is expected of him 
by the other. Nothing shatters a 
partnership morale more conclu- 
sively than to have South (let us 
say) make what .he considers a 
forcing bid only to hear North 
promptly pass. There always will 
be differences of opinion over hand 
valuation. One player may main- 
tain that .such and such a holding 
does not justify a certain bid. while 
another player insists that it docs. 
These clashes of judgment are not 
only inevitable, but are a highly 
colorful part of the game. But there 
should be no disputes in the mat- 
ter of what is force and what is not 
a force.

The Crust of the Earth 


II—FALLING AND RISING ROCK 


Near the shore of the Bay of 


Naples, we may see today the re- 
mains of an olden temple. It was 
built to honor the old Roman god, 
Jupiter. 


These remains arc interesting 


for a special reason. They 
show 


the fall and rise of the earth at 
that place during the past 2.000 
years or so. 


Remains of Temple of Jupiter, 


showing pillars which were marked 
to a height of about seven feet. 


The temple was built on dry 


land, close to the water's 
edge. 


By and by, the land sank until the 
temple was part way under water. 
Then came a new period, when the 
land rose and put the floor of the 
temple above sea level once more. 


The marble columns tell 
the 


story of how far down the temple 
sank. 
On each column, the sur- 


face is rough up to a certain point. 
The roughness is known to have 
been caused by salt water shellfish 
of a certain kind. These shellfish 
often bore into rock. 


That is one example of the rise 


and fall of the earth's crust, and 
there are many others. 
Each of 


Norway's 
beautiful 
fiords 
was 


formed by the sinking of a river 
valley. Long ago, the river was 
taking fresh water to the sea. Then 
came a time when the river bot- 
tom began to sink, perhaps at the 
-t- of only a few inches a year. 
At last the river bottom had 


sunk to a depth of many feet, and 
had come to be lower than sea 
level. 
Salt water flowed into the 


river valley, making it a fiord. All 
fiords are salt water inlets of the 
sea. 
Some of them are narrow 


bodies of water with high moun- 
tains on either side. 


Why 
docs 
the earth's surface 


rise and fall' 
We cannot answer 


that question clearly, for we do 
not know so much about the in- 
side of the earth as we need to 
know. 
However, it seems clear 


that the earth is "shrinking," caus- 
ing parts of the surface to go up 
or to sink. 


If you wish to let an 
orange 


dry away, you can make a test. 
As the days and weeks go by, the 
orange will lose the moisture in 
it. At length the peeling will be 
wrinkled, and you will see little 
lills and valleys caused by the 
shrinking of the orange. 
On a 


jig scale, the earth seems to be 
shrinking in much the same way 
as the orange.

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Pegler Wants Landis to 


Lay Off the Press Coop 


BY WESTBROOK FEGLER 


New York—Judge Landis has not quite made clear his reasons for bar- 


ring Rogers Hornsby from the press coop at the World scries, but what- 
ever they were they were insufficient. He should have no more authority 
to bar anyone from the ball yard press coops than a president of the 
United States has to rule a man out of the press gallery of congress.' 


Hornsby is a noted veteran of the baseball industry, 
and if there arc any bugs on his record Landis 
should have the courage to give him a trial and either 
rule him off openly or clear him while he was still 
active in the business. This may seem a small issue, 
but the actions of the judge and—a few years ago— 
of Jim Farley in the prizefight business in New York 
have tended to weaken public resistance to the as- 
sumption of dictatorial powers by men in public of- 
fice. True. Landis is an employee of the baseball in- 
idustry, but that does not entirely relieve him of pub- 
lic responsibility. He came to his job at a time when 
jit was openly known that some ball players had been 
'"whispered out" of the game on the.suspicion of col- 


Peeler 
lusion with crooked gamblers and, with his own rec- 


ord of fearlessness on the bench, was expected to guarantee-the public 
protection from conspiracy and the players protection from unjust, pun- 
ishment for mere secret accusation. Hornsby's case indicates that the 
baseball magnates are up to their old methods again, for there obviously 
is some conspiracy against him, and yet he never has had an opportunity 
to confront any charges. 


Farley, in his time as chairman of 


the prizefight commission, develop- 
ed an appetite for arbitrary power 
by watching the dictatorial actions 
of old William Muldoon, his col- 
league on the board, who became 
so arrogant that any offense, how- 
ever unintentional, to his swollen 
dignity was punishable by the au- 
thority of New York state. It was 
an offense even to smoke a cigaret 
in his presence because he hated 
cigare'ts and those who smoked 
them. He was a man to be flattered 
and placated at any sacrifice, and 
Mr. Farley sat by and upheld him 
in a rule which clearly imposed on 
the legal rights of petitioners be- 
fore the commission. 
Writers to Blame for 
Crowded Conditions 


The baseball writers themselves 


are in part to blame for the judge's 
extension of his authority to the 
press coop. For years they permit- 
ted the reservation 
to be made a 


hangout for dozens of men having 
no connection with the newspaper 
business, and there came a time 
when the rows were so cluttered 
with guests and bail 
players at- 


tended by their ghosts that an or- 
dinary working stiff with a story to 
•write had -to do his stuff on an eight- 
inch section 
of pine plank with 


sightseers sprawled 
all over him 


from both sides and behind. The 
late Don Skane called the turn 
sbme years ago when, on ^htering 
the stand for a world series at the 
Yankee stadium, he surveyed the 
piled up rows of old ball players, 
actors and all, each with a spook to 
forge his copy for him, and ex- 
claimed: "It looks like a haunted 
house." 


This old fraud his just about ex- 


pired now and sport sections which 
once were largely given over to pa- 
thetic fakes attributed to ball play- 
ers and even to their wives and 
children are now filled by the work 
of professional newspaper men. In 
Washington the accredited journal- 
ists guard their "privileges, and an 
effort is made to keep out lobbyists 
and others having no rightful place 
in the press gallery lest there come i 


a scandal—something which would 
smear the good name of the corps. 
Aught to be Restricted 
To Those With Work to do 


The baseball writers have been 


less careful, and although a gam- 
bler or fixer might find no advan- 
tage in the press coop so far re- 
moved- from • intimacy with 
the 


game it would be wise, neverthe- 
less, to sweep out and restrict ad- 
mission to those who can prove an 
assignment to cover the games. 


As for the old ball players, the 


industry itself should make provi- 
sions to accommodate them in a 
veterans' section in the stands. 


It does seem cheap and unappre- 


ciative of the magnates not to wel- 
come at least those who have play- 
ed in past World series and certain 
others of great distinction instead 
of shoving them off into the press 
section, where, to accommodate 
them, the writers have to falsify 
their 
legitimate ticket 
require- 


ments. 


Landis, 
however, 
extends 
his 


power to the press coop and the air 
in baseball and gives a challenging 
example of the manner in which a 
little authority may be enlarged.
